The reply filed on 12/6/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): In response to the Requirement for Information mailed 6/4/04, applicant did not provide copies of the three prior art 
articles identified (see section IV). 37 CFR 1. 105 specifically requires copies of references. In addition, applicant concedes that 
applicant's invention is present in GeneSight 3.0 (see page 3 of response); however, applicant failed to identify the improvement over 
the prior GeneSight 2.0 release. The Requirement for Information specifically required stating the specific improvements of the 
subject matter in the claims and indicating the specific elements in the claimed subject matter that provide those improvements and 
for those claims expressed as means or steps plus function providing the specific page and line numbers within the disclosure which 
describe the claimed structure and acts. At least claims 1-10 and 28-36 recite "means" in the claims. Applicant's statement on page 4 
of the response that "the specification as filed provides an adequate explanation of the claimed invention and its "improvements" over 
the prior art" is insufficient as the specification as filed does not mention any GeneSight product (either generally or specifically) and 
the product information provided by applicant does not disclose the features of the software in the same terms as used in the claims. 
See 37 CFR 1.111, Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) 
DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
